In either instance, tf the 
examiner fmds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admiss.on 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other tavention. 

Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete mus. include an 
electiou of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143).
